Dr Fleming Writes of Fertile Lands, 

Fair Scenes, and Fat Cattle 
* Dr. Fleming, who has beeD 
■pending several weeks in High¬ 
land county and the mountain 
sections of West Virginia ad j i. 
cent, writes the following interest¬ 
ing account of that fuir and fu¬ 
tile country, which is a srq id to » 
former letter published a few 
weeks ago: 

Above Marlinton the valley is 
narrow. The monutains, lik< 
sentinels, guard the winding 
stream. At every station there 
is evidence of Dew life that is 
palling in this new, yot old, 
country. ‘‘Cass'’ is the seat of 
one of the largest lumber mills in 
the State. From the anmuiit of 
Cheat mountain the logs are 
brought by rail. At Durbin, 
where the east and west branches 
of the Greenbrier mingle their 
waters, the Coal and Iron road 
goas on to £ kina and to the great 
centres of industry. My route 
waa eastward. Leaving the rail¬ 
road at Bartow, where a thriving 
village occupies the spot where 
the cannon of the Federal belched 
forth their iroa hail during the 
battle of Greenbrier river a com 
fertable stage with an accomodat¬ 
ing driver brought me across tho 
huge Alleghany.
